The green scene aims for 
different kind of fun this 
year on the South Side

REDEYE 


Ordinarily, Beverly is a sleepy, almost suburban- 
looking ’hood. 

Cozy little businesses operate steps from its 
Rock Island Metra stop just off 99th Street and 
Longwood Drive. 

Large, Victorian-style homes dot the quiet, 
tree-lined landscape. 

But in recent years, the quiet area trans- 
formed every March into something com- 
parable to New Orleans at Mardi Gras, with 
crowds streaming in from all sides of the city, 
and some from other states. The momentous 
occasion: the South Side Irish Parade held the 
Sunday before or Sunday of St. Patrick’s Day 
But the 30 -plus-year-old tradition of proceed- 
ing down Western Avenue was canceled last 
year, after a too-large attendee count of about 
300,000 and 54 arrests, according to a Chicago 
Tribune report. 

In its place, the South Side Irish Parade 
Committee is backing the South Side Parade 
Irish Family Fest on March 13 at the Beverly 
Arts Center. The event is closer to the original 
intent of the parade, according to the Beverly 
Art Center’s executive director, Mike Nix. 

“This started out as a bunch of kids march- 
ing down the street,” Nix said of the South Side 
parade. “They had decorated wagons and their 
parents came out and watched them.” 

Phil Melcher, a 32-year-old past parade 
attendee, said the new event sounded like 
fun. He said he lost his taste for the event last 
year, after a Rock Island train ride down to 
Beverly with what he described as a group of 
young, drunken men behaving like “a half-assed 
Animal House.’ ” 

“I wouldn’t wish that on anyone,” said 
Melcher, who lives in Mokena. ... “I told my girl- 
friend that was the last time I was going. Turns 
out I was right. It was just too crazy” 

But not everyone is over the event. 

There is speculation that at least one large 
group may go down to Beverly in protest of the 
parade cancellation. In the weeks leading up to

St. Patrick’s Day, a parade-focused Facebook 
event for March 14— the day the parade would 
have been held this year— attracted about 
13,000 RSVPs, the Tribune reported. “I say we 
show up at the Southside Irish Parade anyways” 
is no longer publicly searchable or visible on 
Facebook, and its poster did not respond to a 
RedEye interview request in time for publica- 
tion. 

Still, local police say they are ready in case 
pub crawlers come a’calling. 

The city also is reviewing options to hold 
any organizer of a pub crawl legally and finan- 
cially responsible for city services or dam- 


ages in the event of an incident, according 
to a Chicago Police Department statement, 
which also warned of heavy DUI enforcement 
in the Beverly and Morgan Park areas and sur- 
rounding suburbs. Some parade regulars said 
they opted to sidestep that type of potential 
pub crawl trouble, but nonetheless are mak- 
ing plans that do not involve the sanctioned 
family fest. 

Lisle resident Ken Smith, 35, said he and 
about 200 Facebook friends, plus family mem- 
bers, will skip the Beverly area altogether and 
instead head to Tinley Park to watch that sub- 
urb’s parade this year. 


“We want to celebrate,” said Smith, who 
grew up in Mount Greenwood. He said mem- 
bers of his family— known as the Hennessy 
Clan— have been part of South Side festivities 
and parade proceedings since 1954. “We want a 
parade to be part of that celebration. That was 
what made it so much fun.” 

Beverly’s Sean Lawrence and his wife are 
hosting a house party complete with a flip- 
py cup tournament and dishes that include 
lamb stew, corned beef, beer and soda bread. 
Typically, the party followed the parade. 

This year, it replaces it, said Lawrence, 37.

neighbors you don’t always get to see and watching 
the parade with the kids,” Lawrence said. “We used 
to have friends from all over the city come, but now 
we’ll just be at home.” 

Some Beverly bar owners are disappointed by 
rumblings that residents will opt for more private 
affairs. 

One of the owners of popular St. Patrick’s Day 
party spot Cork & Kerry is pinning his hopes on 
North Siders and out-of-towners who may continue 
the tradition of Beverly bar-hopping. 

In years past, the bar hit its 400 -person capacity by 
II a.m. and retained 20 security guards for crowd con- 
trol, Bill Guide said. He said last week that he asked 


half the usual amount of bar staff to be on the clock. 

“We hope we’ll get a good turnout,” Guide said. “ 
It’d be such a shame to lose what used to be such a 
fiin time for everyone.” 

Some North Siders also are feeling the Shamrock 
sting. Jason Erkes, president of the Chicago Sport 
& Social Club, used to organize 20 buses that would 
travel from the North Side to Beverly This year, 
Erkes’ organization is hosting a St. Patrick’s Day 
event at Bull and Bear on March 17, but it won’t have 
the same South Side spirit. 

“It’s just a bar party,” Erkes said. “It’s a lot different 
than getting to go down to Irish communities.” 

Patrick Berger, co-owner of Paddy Long’s in the 


Sheffield/DePaul area, said shuttles between his bar 
and Beverly were “immensely popular” during the 
past few years. He said his sympathies are with the 
South Side bar owners. 

“It doesn’t really affect us, but it’s like the biggest 
day of their entire year,” Berger said. “Now it might 
end up just being almost dead.” 

“Might” being the operative word for Guide, who 
said he still believes at least 3, 000 to 4,000 people 
will be out on Western Avenue this year. 

When asked if that meant he would end up calling 
in more staff or increasing inventory. Guide paused. 

“I don’t know,” he said, with a laugh. “We’ll just 
play it by beer.”

Blackie’s probed 


Owners charged in check scheme; 
Senate hopeful’s family bank mentioned

Two owners of Boston Blackie’s have been charged in a scheme that 
cost a pair of banks nearly $2 million and also created another politi- 
cal headache for Democratic Senate nominee Alexi Giannoulias, 
The father and son owners used business accounts at the 
financial institution, Broadway Bank, 
as part of their scheme, according to 
charges filed by Cook County pros- 
ecutors. 

Prosecutors did not accuse 
Broadway Bank of any wrongdoing. 
But they did say Blackie’s Owners 
Chris Giannis, 38, and his father, 
Nick Giannis, 62, wrote checks with 
insufficient funds from accounts at 
Broadway to make deposits at other 
banks, then quickly moved that 
money out of the other banks. 

The scheme is known as “check- 
kiting,” prosecutors said. 

The restaurant chain has a longstanding relationship with 
Broadway Bank and the Giannoulias family, according to public 
records and interviews, Boston Blackie’s borrowed millions of dol- 
lars over the years from Broadway for several commercial loans, and 
Nick Giannis was a significant donor to Alexi Giannoulias’ cam- 
paigns. 

State and federal campaign records show Nick Giannis donated 
$110,000 to Giannoulias’ 2006 bid for state treasurer and $4,800 to 
his current bid for U,S, Senate, 

In court Thursday, prosecutors told Judge Adam Bourgeois that 
Nick Giannis was arrested on the border near Detroit, trying to flee 
to Canada, Chris Giannis and a Boston Blackie’s employee, Andy 
Bakopoulos, appeared in bond court after surrendering. 

Bourgeois set bail at $500,000 for Chris Giannis and $250,000 
for Bakopoulos, He justified the lower bail by comparing the case 
to Bernie Madoff, the admitted director of what’s been described as 
the country’s largest Ponzi scheme. 

The judge noted that Madoff was released on home confinement 
despite having stolen $65 million, “I’m not saying this isn’t serious, 
but your numbers are a little low,” Bourgeois told prosecutors.

Attorneys 
request 
defay for 
Blago trial

Lawyers for former Gov Rod Blagojevich want 
his corruption trial delayed until November, 

In a filing Thursday, Blagojevich’s attorneys 
contend they cannot adequately prepare to 
defend him without knowing what the U,S, 
Supreme Court will do in its handling of the 
“honest services” fraud law The nation’s highest 
court is expected to rule on the matter by June, 
Blagojevich is scheduled to go on trial on 
June on charges he conspired to sell the U,S, 
Senate seat vacated by President Obama and 
other misuse of his office. 

The filing also said that some who acted as 
advisers to Blagojevich while he still was gover- 
nor have changed their opinions about wheth- 
er he violated the statute, which requires that 
elected officials perform their duties honestly 
Still, the defense contends that the high court 
could strike the law down, making it impossible 
to know how to prepare an opening statement 
or for cross-examination of witnesses. 

In addition, the attorneys contend the 
amount of evidence turned over by prosecutors 
recently has made it unrealistic to proceed June 
3 as scheduled. 

As recently as Friday, the government turned 
over 12,650 pages of documents, according to 
the defense, 

Blagojevich was charged with violating “hon- 
est services” fraud, among other charges, but 
prosecutors re-indicted him on other statutes 
on more solid legal footing. If the high court 
declared “honest services” fraud unconstitu- 
tional, prosecutors are prepared to dismiss 
those counts and proceed on the rest of the 
case in hopes of avoiding any delay in the trial. 
Testimony is likely to take months.

^Moving backwards’ 


Mark Townsend joined the Chicago Fire 
Department in 1988 hoping to help pave the way 
for future black firefighters in an agency long 
plagued by charges of racism. 

But as Townsend nears retirement, he faces a 
troubling fact: Despite years of diversity train- 
ing and a highly publicized minority recruitment 
campaign, the percentage of African-Americans 
in the department is shrinking. 

Chicago ranks third from the bottom— in 
front of only New Tbrk and Baltimore— when it 
comes to how closely its percentage of black fire- 


fighters matches the city’s racial makeup, accord- 
ing to a Tribune analysis of 10 of the largest fire 
departments. 

“We are definitely moving backwards,” said 
Townsend, a captain and 22-year veteran. “It’s 
very disappointing, and it also makes you angry” 

The racial makeup of the department is 
in the spotlight as the U.S. Supreme Court 
in the coming months is expected to rule 
on a potential $100 million civil rights case 
stemming from allegations of racial bias 
against black applicants in the department’s 


1995 entry-level exam. Since that test, the 
percentage of African-Americans in the 
department has slipped from 22 percent to 
18 percent, though blacks represent about 
34 percent of the city’s population. 

Townsend and others worry it is only going to 
get worse. Hundreds of black firefighters hired 
in the 1980s soon will be eligible for retirement, 
so they expect to see their numbers plummet. 

Fire department officials stressed it will take 
time to achieve greater diversity in a large agency 
with little turnover.

Her brother was in critical 
condition Thursday, and the 16 -year-old was upgraded to good condition.

JACKSON, Miss. Constance McMillen 
didn’t believe her Mississippi school 
district really would call off her senior prom 
rather than allow her to show up with her 
girlfriend and wear a tuxedo. 

On Thursday, a day after the Itawamba 
County school board did just that, the 
1 8 -year-old lesbian high school senior reluc- 
tantly returned to campus to some unfriend- 
ly looks, she said. 

“Somebody said, ‘Thanks for ruining my 
senior year,’ ” McMillen said. 

The district announced Wednesday that 
it wouldn’t host the April ^ prom. The deci- 


sion came after the American Civil Liberties 
Union demanded that officials change a pol- 
icy banning same-sex prom dates because it 
violated students’ rights. 

And the ACLU said the district not let- 
ting McMillen wear a tuxedo violated her 
free expression rights. 

The ACLU filed a lawsuit in US. District 
Court in Oxford to force the school district 
to sponsor the prom and allow McMillen to 
bring whom she chooses and wear what she 
wants. 

District officials didn’t return numerous 
calls left by The Associated Press seeking 


comment Thursday 

McMillen said she never expected the dis- 
trict to respond the way it did. She said she 
didn’t want to go back to Itawamba County 
Agricultural High School in Fulton the 
morning after the decision, but her father 
told her she needed to face her classmates, 
teachers and school officials. 

“My daddy told me that I needed to show 
them that I’m still proud of who I am,” 
McMillen told The Associated Press in a 
telephone interview. “The fact that this will 
help people later on, that’s what’s helping 
me to go on.”

Massive 
aftershocks 
rattle Chile 


SANTIAGO, Chile A series of strong after- 
shocks from last month’s devastating quake 
rocked Chile on Thursday as a new president 
was sworn into office and immediately urged 
coastal residents to move to higher ground in 
case of a tsunami. 

The strongest aftershock, with a magnitude 
of 6.9, was nearly as strong as the quake that 
devastated Haiti’s capital Jan. 12. There were no 
immediate reports of damages or injuries. 

The Chilean Navy issued a tsunami warning 
while the US. Pacific Tsunami Warning Center 
said the aftershocks were too small to cause dan- 
gerous waves beyond Chile’s central coast. 

President Sebastian Pinera was inaugurated 
at a congressional building in coastal Valparaiso 
before the building was evacuated as a precau- 
tion. 

The magnitude- 6. 9 aftershock is the strongest 
since the day of the Feb. 27, magnitude-8.8 quake.

Northwestern keeps NCAA, NIT tourney hopes alive with win over Indiana

like a kid firing duds at a carnival Thursday 
Michael Thompson missed six of his first 
seven shots from behind the 3 -point line, and 
Northwestern clanked 22 of its first 24, 

It got so bad that coach Bill Carmody, who 
had bemoaned the “tough rims” at Conseco 
Fieldhouse, asked himself, “How did Reggie 
Miller make all those shots?” 

And then, in a flash, Thompson rescued the 
Wildcats from a loss that would have knocked 
them from the Big Ten tournament— and prob- 
ably the NIT. 

Thompson swished three 3s during a two- 
minute span to lead Northwestern to a 73-58 
comeback victory over Indiana that sets up a 
quarterfinal showdown with second- seeded 
Purdue at 5:30 p.m. Friday 
Trailing 37-29 with just more than 16 minutes 
to play the Wildcats roared back with a 30-13 run. 

They did it, during stretches, with an unusual 
floor combination of Thompson, John Shurna, 
Alex Marcotullio, Mike Capocci and Davide 
Curletti. 

Curie tti doubled his career high with 
12 points after Luka Mirkovic fouled out with 


nearly ii minutes to play 
The high-flying Capocci grabbed NU’s big- 
gest rebound— getting hacked while clean- 
ing up a Jordan Hulls miss. He made two free 
throws for a 47-45 lead. 

And Marcotullio, all but invisible in confer- 
ence play, drilled two second-half 3-pointers 
and had five assists in 20 minutes. 

“The/re usually stopgap guys,” Carmody 
said. “But I couldn’t take ’em out.” 


After his players stumbled for the first 20 
minutes, Carmody told them: “Ttbu have to 
bother guys.

“Green Zone” director Paul Greengrass doesn’t follow the usual sequence of movie- 
making — develop a screenplay, film it, edit the footage together. He prefers instead 
to discover the story through the process itself 


DIFFERENT APPROACH 

The $11 million “Hurt Locker” has proved that a low-budget war story in limited distribution 
can bring in significant praise and modest receipts. There are few such economies on “Green 
Zone.” With a budget of $100 million, Matt Damon in a starring role and a wide national 
release Friday, it is Hollywood’s biggest bet yet on modern conflict, an ambitious blend of 
political drama and popcorn diversion. 


The contours of his movies 
don’t fundamentally change from 
start to finish, but there are count- 
less journeys down dead ends along 
the way, and “Green Zone,” which was 
shot in England, Spain and Morocco, 
was rushed into production in early 
2008 (to finish before a threatened 
actors strike) with an unfinished script 
j (thanks to a screenwriters 
strike), intensifying the con- 
sequences of his method 
While many directors 
consider extensive re-shoots 
an admission of failure, to 
Greengrass they’re as essen- 
tial as costumes, “%u could 
be halfivay through making 
a dinner of beef stew, and 
he’ll walk through the door 
with a chicken and say. Maybe we 
shouldn’t have beef stew tonight,’ ” 
said “Green Zone” screenwriter Brian 
Helgeland (“L,A, Confidential”) in 
explaining the director’s method, “He 
plans things out, but he also plans not 
to stick to his plans,” 

ATatt Damon, who was allowed 
to improvise within 30-minute 
action scenes: “His cameras are always 
responding to what’s happening. They are 
never predicting what’s happening,” 

What might be exhilarating for actors 
and energizing for screenwriters are the very 


things that steer studio execs to antidepres- 
sants, While Universal Pictures, which pushed 
the movie from an awards season slot in the fall 
to the spring, says it is eager to work with the 
director again, the studio and Greengrass both 
say making “Green Zone” was far from easy 
“I have to say,” Greengrass said, “it was a 
long, hard road,” 

Greengrass is making a slighdy less immod- 
est statement with his new movie: 
Everybody might say pricey movies 
about combat in the Middle East 
are a fool’s errand, but rJtimately 
one of them has to work, 

“I don’t accept the proposition 
that cinema can’t look to Iraq and 
bring people to it,” Greengrass said. 
If there’s any filmmaker who can 
reverse Hollywood’s history on the 
subject— the commercial under- 
achievers include “Stop-Loss,” “Rendition,” 
“Body of Lies” and Oscar winner “The Hurt 
Locker,” which for all of its awards has grossed 
just $12,7 million— it’s Greengrass, 

The former documentarian transformed 
Ireland’s deadly 1972 civil rights march into 
the powerful “Bloody Sunday,” and in between 
his last two kinetic Robert Ludlum block- 
busters— “The Bourne Supremacy” and “The 
Bourne Ultimatum,” both of which starred 
Damon— the British director was able to craft 
a riveting (and surprisingly successful) drama 
about an event few filmmakers would dare 
tackle: the 9-11 attacks in his “United 93,”

The very title “She’s Out of My League” might 
scare any actress away from wanting to play the 
“She,” or even from that first meeting with the 
filmmakers.

Alice Eve didn’t flinch. 

“I only found out about the ‘hard lo’ thing 
afterwards,” the 28 -year-old protests. “But you 
know what it is? Even when they describe the 
character as ‘beautiful’ or ‘gorgeous,’ you have 
to treat it the way you would an audition for 
a character who’s supposed to be pregnant 
or a heroin addict. You can’t assume that the 
description in the script is all that you are, or 
aren’t. You have to show up and try to play it, 
carry yourself as she would and maybe they’ll 
see you as the character, even if you aren’t a 
heroin addict of a ‘hard 10.’ ” 

We’re convinced. Eve is a native Brit once 
labeled a “posh blonde” by the BBC— a label 
that still sticks. Eve went all out, playing a 
successful and gorgeous young woman who 
is drawn, somewhat inexplicably, to Kirk, an 
airport security guard played by Jay Baruchel— 
nobody’s idea of a “hard 10.” What convinces 
her that audiences will buy into it? 

“Tiger Woods,” she says. “My character had 
been totally heartbroken by this hunk pilot. 


He’d cheated on her and if you’ve ever lived 
through anything like that, you know how trau- 
matic that is. I mean, look at the Tiger Woods 
thing, all the pain and humiliation that’s caused. 
Your natural reaction after something like that 
is to look for the guy’s exact opposite, someone 
who is honest and who plays his cards straight. 
Kirk, to her, is a guy with a lot less ego, some- 
body who isn’t inclined to cheat.” 

Eve says she could “totally fall for a guy like 
Baruchel,” who’s “tall and funny and smells nice.” 

The message of the movie? “Recognize your 
good traits as assets,” Eve says. 

Or maybe “personality counts,” jokes 
Krysten Ritter, the “hard 10” who plays the best 
friend of Eve’s character. 

“My character was described in the script 
as sort of ‘frumpy unattractive best friend,’ ” 
Ritter, also 28, recalls. “When I got the role, I 
was like, ‘I guess I can go out drinking until all 
hours, la di dah!’ ” 

But Eve still says the “posh blonde” or a “hard 
10” label is a trap. She knows what goes into 
creating that image. 

“You watch what you have to eat, do Pilates, 
get as many facials as you can stand, spend way 
too much time getting your hair puffed out, 
all for this role,” she says. “It takes a team of 
people to turn you into someone who looks like 
that girl on the film.”

Horrors of war 
come to life 
for Tacific* 
series actors 



Ashton Holmes felt a great responsibility while filming HBO's epic mini- 
series “The Pacific,” 

He didn’t feel it just because he auditioned in front of the “Band of 
Brothers” producing team of Steven Spielberg and Tom Hanks, It wasn’t 
because he knew the budget would grow to more than $200 million. He 
wasn’t worried that millions of viewers would see him, 

“I had a grandfather who recently passed away who was in the infantry 
in World War II,” he said in an interview before a recent Chicago screen- 
ing of the first installment, “He shared his experience and I just know 
how much of an impact that left on me. So I felt just a huge responsibility 
to get it right,” 

Holmes can rest easy The lavish 10 -part miniseries, which debuts at 
8 p,m, Sunday, gives an emotional, honest and intense depiction of what 
U,S, Marines went through while battling the Japanese, 

“It was barbaric,” Holmes said, ‘Absolutely barbaric,” 

Holmes and co-star Rami Malek play two survivors of the conflict— 
Sidney Phillips (Holmes) and MerrieU “Snafu” Shelton (Malek)— who 
were both friends of Eugene B, Sledge, upon whose autobiography “The 
Pacific” is partly based. 

Holmes met his real-life counterpart, a “really, really wonderful man” 
who still lives in Mobile, Ala,, and helped Holmes prepare for the role, 
Malek had to shape his portrayal of Shelton, who is dead, from the books 
in which he is mentioned and his own imagination, 

“I just tried to think about what would desensitize a man like that and 
make him so numb to the war,” he said, adding that Shelton and Sledge 
remained friends until Shelton’s death in 1993, 

The actors endured an exhausting 10 -month shoot in Australia to re- 
create the battles of Iwo Jima, Guadalcanal, Peleliu and Okinawa, They 
said the heart-stopping action on-screen felt real while they were filming. 
Holmes recounted a scene that viewers will see Sunday, in which 
Phillips runs across a battlefield on Guadalcanal, 

“I look like I’m {bleeping} my pants, ^^ 11, 1 kind of was,” he said, “I’m 
scared, and it reads on-screen,” 

Both actors said that at times the desertlike heat sapped their energy, 
and at others the rain soaked them to the bone, Malek even got sick dur- 
ing the shoot, but he isn’t complaining. He said their experience pales in 
comparison to what the real Marines endured, 

“It really is shattering to think what these men did out there,”

Still, the musically-inclined can expect 
some benefit from gaming with a real instru- 
ment in hand.

“Tutorials can be boring,” he said, noting 
nevertheless that the game does have a tutorial 
function.

The kit comes in 
light, medium and dark tones and contains mini 
sizes of OneBase, Cargo’s double-duty founda- 
tion/concealer; Essential Eyeshadow Palette 
with four shades of shadow; an eyeliner pencil; 
LashActivator mascara, Cargo’s mascara that 
“promotes lash vitality and reduces lash loss;” 
BeachBlush bronzer/highlighter/blush 
combo; Reverse Lip Liner pencil; and a 
lip gloss. 

Bonus: Inside the front cover of the kit 
is a guide that walks you through appli- 
cation-helpful if you’re not good with 
face paint— in seven minutes, hence the 
“7 in 7” name. We tested the “light” kit. 

The good: Having pretty much all the 
makeup you need in one smallish kit— a 
little bigger than a paperback— plus appli- 
cation instructions is convenient. The 
colors included in the kits are neutral 
and can be adapted to any situation (i.e. 
use more paint for a night out, less for a 
basic walkabout). Some of these prod- 
ucts are great on their own, so much so 


that our tester bought a full-size version of the 
BeachBlush in Sunset Beach. 

The bad: The OneBase foundation/concealer 
did not offer enough coverage for my taste, and 
I don’t use a lot to begin with. Also, the lip gloss, 
while perfectly fine, is a super-sheer light pink 
and appears colorless. And don’t forget TSA 
rules: Tbu’ll need to pull the foundation, mas- 
cara and lip gloss out of the kit and put them in 
your Ziploc bag for carry-on.
